KIND BENEFACTOR 
GOES TO HIS REWARD 

David F. Soden, K.S.G., 72, the 
sponsor of many, good times for Eu- 
phrasian High School girls, passed to 
his reward on November 25 after a 
brief illness. It was Mr. Soden who 
obtained the use of the Empire Roller 
Skating Rink for us last August and 
many other times in recent years. 

A Solemn Requiem Mass was of¬ 
fered in St. Francis of Assisi Church, 
which was celebrated by Mr. Soden’s 
nephew, Rev. Richard D. Beliveau. 
Among the Euphrasian High girls 
who attended were Barbara Skahill, 
Frances O’Dell, Ann Marie DeSurrey 
and Helen Wizgard. 

For over 25 years, Mr. Soden who 
was one of the best known Catholics 
in Greater New York, directed an¬ 
nual outings and parties for children 
and on other occasions arranged 
theatrical programs for parishes and 
for the missions. In June 1954, on the 
recommendation of the late Archbish¬ 
op Molloy, Pope Pius XII named him 
a Knight of St. Gregory.

Mr. Soden’s interests were many 
and varied. For years he was a politi¬ 
cal figure, being secretary to the late 
John H. McCooey, Democratic leader 
of Kings County. Athletics also held 
his interest including such sports as, 
baseball, football, basketball, track 
events and boxing. Incidentally, it was 
at Mr. Soden’s suggestion that the 
two daughters of Jack Dempsey (for¬ 
mer heavyweight champion of the 
world) be given a Catholic upbring¬ 
ing since their parents were not affili¬ 
ated with any church. Shortly after, 
Joan and Barbara were baptized in St. 
John the Baptist Church in Brooklyn 
with Mr. Soden and his wife acting 
as sponsors. Both are now married 
and are actively practicing their reli¬ 
gion. Jack Dempsey attended the 
Requiem Mass testifying to his friend¬ 
ship with the deceased. 

We extend our deepest sympathy to 
Mrs. Soden and pray that Our Blessed 
Lord may console her as only He can.

Bishop Mulrooney Officiates 


“I sign thee with tjpe sign of the Cross, and \ confirm thee with the chrism 
of salvation.” These - were words of Auxiliary Bishop, Most Rev. Charles R. 
Mulrooney, D. D. as he administered Confirmation to the 48 girls who received 
the Holy Spirit on November 29, 1960.

MOTHER PATRICK'S HINTS TO 
TEEN-AGERS ABOUT TRUE DEVOTION 
TO MARY 


(This article is based on a talk given at Bay Shore to the Sisters 
attending a True Devotion Seminar) 


We ... use our Blessed Mother’s Sodality as a means of bringing the girls 
to a personal love for her. In order to make them realize the obligations 
involved in becoming Sodalists, we have three ceremonies in which they must 
participate before they are approved as full-fledged members. In the course of 
this time, we explain the “True Devotion” in a very simplified way. They are 
encouraged to attend daily Mass which is voluntary and to do this requires a 
great sacrifice because they must rise about 6:15; and to practice the exterior 
devotions suggested by St. Louis de Montfort such as the recitation of the 
Little Crown of the Blessed Virgin, /wearing of medals and scapulars, daily 
Rosary, reading the pamphlets on devotion to Our Lady, particularly the “True 
Devotion. The book, “Mary Was Her Life” has made a big impression on our 
children because of the little Spanish teen-age girl’s approach to Our Lady. 
We encourage the children to celebrate in a special way Our Lady’s feast days, 
by decorating her altars, and also having a party in her honor. This, of course, 
they just love! 

We emphasize very strongly that love for Our Lady and sacrifice are one 
and the same thing. St. Louis De Montfort tells us that the True Devotion is 
a means of acquiring the love of the Eternal Wisdom, our Divine Lord. The 
Saint explains that this is the same as a love for the cross because we never 
have Jesus without His cross. So we teach the children to express their love 
by making sacrifices giving their own wills and likes and desires to the Blessed 
Mother. Little by little, Mary strengthens their wills to ..accept the crosses 
Divine Providence may send them. In this way, Mary removes rebellion from 
their hearts; she softens and opens these hearts to accept the love of Christ 
together with His Cross which all must carry. 

1 he best testimony of the fruitfulness of the True Devotion to Our 
Blessed Mother and the leading of souls to Jesus through Mary, is that of 
our own Sister Magdalens. To quote St. Louis De Montfort: “When Mary 
has struck her roots in a soul, she produces there marvels of grace.” This 
Order of Sister Magdalens was founded over 150 years ago by St. Mary 
Euphrasia. The members are our girls who were chosen by our Lord to give 
their lives in reparation for the sins of the world. There are over 3,000 Sister 
Magdalens and in our community in Brooklyn we are blessed with sixty-two. 
They are a Pontifical Order, strictly cloistered, wear a brown habit and follow 
the Rule of Carmel. These Sisters are noted for their prayerfulness, cheerful¬ 
ness and generosity. Their entire life is a prayer. We call them our “Power¬ 
house because their fourth vow is to pray for the children who come into our 
bold and for the souls of the world. 1 believe, if the truth were known, the 
conversion of each one of these dear Sister Magdalens and the inspiration they 
received to enter the Lord’s service would certainly prove to be a result of 
their True Devotion to Our Blessed Mother.

for her Courage With a Smile 

Just as It takes all kinds to make a world,” so are there all kinds of 
champions in the world. 

In the English class the other day the Freshmen were talking about the 
qualities that make a person really great and we agreed that all the champions 
are not the ones who are written about in the headlines, "[here are also those 
who can face the misfortunes of life with heads up, shoulders back and a 
sparkle in their eye. As an example our English teacher told us about a girl she 
knows who had been an Olympic swimming star but who^now faces a major 
operation by a neuro-surgeon, plastic surgeon and an eye specialist. 

Joan Rosazza, of Torrington, Conn, was with a group of friends on a youth 
hostel bicycle tour of England, Sweden and Norway when she was injured 
last summer. She was thrown from her bicycle at White Hill in England on 
June 27, shattering the bones around the left eye and losing her left eye as well. 
She considers herself lucky that the injuries were not more serious and that 
her brain was spared. 

Joan is 23 years old and had just completed 5 months of her first teaching 
assignment in physical education at Evanston Township High School in Illinois 
before going to Europe last summer. 

Good can be realized from misfortune, she believes and that is exactly what 
she is doing. Though she has the use of only one eye, Joan does a great deal 
of reading. She is also studying Russian, improving her piano playing and 
learning to cook. 

While in high school she collected a room full of medals and trophies 
for swimming and won a place on the 1956 U. S. Olympic team bringing home 
a silver medal from Australia. 

At Purdue University she was a member of the Lafayette Swim Club 
participating in meets around the country. After graduating in January 1960 
she secured the teaching post in Evanston where she plans to return next 
September. 

When someone asked about her reaction to the accident, she said, “I 
wouldn’t say I am happy about it, but I’m certainly not going to waste my 
life away being unhappy about it.”

BOOK REVIEW 

MY STORY 

by Dr . Thomas A . Dooley 

“My Story” is written by Dr. 
Thomas A. Dooley. It is a remarkable 
autobiography of a young American 
doctor’s vocation to heal the sick in 
the remote and primitive lands of 
Asia. 

As a medical naval officer in 1954, 
his first big assignment was to build 
refugee camps in Haiphong, near Red 
China. He found that such diseases 
as malaria, yaws, beri-beri, smallpox, 
leprosy, and cholera were common 
when he arrived in Haiphong. In 
spite of the fact that Doctor Dooley 
tried to teach the natives correct med¬ 
ical practices, he had not the time 
nor the equipment to teach twentieth- 
century methods. Dr. Dooley faced 
harsh criticism from all sides, but he 
still persevered because of his intense 
desire to help these unfortunate peo¬ 
ple. 

In 1956 Doctor Dooley finished his 
term in the Navy and had to return 
home to the United StSates. His 
strong desire to return to the almost 
forgotten people” of Indo-China, was 
finally fulfilled when he appealed to 
the Vietnamese Embassy in Washing¬ 
ton for support in starting medical 
missions in Asia a few months later. 
He also began to write books to ac¬ 
quaint the public about the dire need 
of the Vietnamese. 

With the proceeds of his books and 
lecture tours, Doctor Dooley turned 
to procuring needed medical equip¬ 
ment. He appealed to drug companies 
and surgical supply houses for help. 
They answered generously by donat¬ 
ing over one hundred thousand dollars 
worth of antibiotics, surgical dressings 
and bandages, surgical instruments 
and equipment and large supplies of 
vitamins and protein extract, and 
money. 

Some time later, Dr. Dooley was 
stricken with cancer and had to re¬ 
turn once to the United States for 
an operation. Fortunately, the opera¬ 
tion was a success. And after recover¬ 
ing, he went on to spread the feeling 
of brotherhood to the many hearts 
who do not know who God is to this 
day, but unconsciously recognize Him 
through a man who stands for love 
of God and love of man.

In the last issue of EUPHRADIO, we showed you the picture of the 
original Baruch home at Huntington, L. I. which has been converted into a 
Sisters’ convent. Now we are happy to show you the entire layout of the new 
Madonna Heights School for Girls which will be the future location of St. 
Philomena’s School when we leave Brooklyn. 

The Sisters plan to erect a school and dormitory building, 3 cottages for 
girls, a convent of Sister Magdalens, and a Chapel. 

The School and Dormitory building is a two-story structure designed 
around a central landscaped court. The extensive facilities provided for the 
administrative staff will consist of a Director’s Office, office for an Admin¬ 
istrative Assistant, Psychological and Psychiatric Office, Case Work Offices, 
a Conference Room, Nurse’s Office and an Infirmary. These will be located 
on the ground floor. Also provided on this floor are four Academic Classrooms, 
Science, Business, Homemaking, Sewing, Arts and Crafts and Beauty Culture 
Classrooms, Library, Principal’s Office, Faculty Room, Cafeteria, Kitchen 
and all-purpose room. 

The second floor of this building will contain living and sleeping facilities 
for the groups of fourteen girls. Each group area will have a living room, 
kitchen, laundry, fourteen girls’ bed rooms, with bath accommodations, a 
Sister’s office and bedroom. 

The three cottages, (lower left of the picture), will house twelve girls 
with accommodations for two Sisters and two lay staff. In addition to the 
usual bedrooms, there will be a living room, parlor, hobby room and a dining 
room. 


The Convent for the Sister Magdalens will provide living accommodations 
for 62 Sisters. A large community room, refectory, infirmary, sewing room, 
altar bread room, parlors and 62 bedrooms for the Sisters are planned. 

The Chapel (with cross on top, center of picture), the focal point of the 
grouping of buildings, is designed around a central sanctuary which serves an 
individual Nave or Chapel for the Sisters of the Good Shepherd, the Sister 
Magdalens, and the girls attending Madonna Heights. The front facade of the 
Chapel will feature a stained glass window of the Good Shepherd. 

To provide outdoor physical education facilities for the girls, a new swim¬ 
ming pool with cabana, a baseball field, tennis courts, and other play areas 
are to be constructed. 

The design and grouping of the buildings has been handled in a manner 
to give a residential feeling to the institution in keeping with the neighborhood. 
The buildings are of fire resistive construction. Exterior walls are generally 
brick, with natural field stone used on the chapel and on certain areas of the 
school and dormitory building. Interior walls will be concrete block walls 
painted in the school areas, plaster and wood finishing in other areas; wain- 
scotes will be cement enamel, glazed tile or natural wood; floors will be 
terrazzo, vinyl asbestos or rubber tile; ceilings will be plaster or acoustic tile. 

During construction, every effort is to be made to protect the existing 
trees and shrubs, and it is planned to landscape the area around the new 
new buildings in keeping with the natural beauty of the site.
